low that tho inmates of tho house have to 
urawl through it on their hands and knees. 
The door is only a loose block of enow. 


These hufs do not appear to be very 


charming residences, but there aret\vo good 
things about them. 
Ono is, tlmt the high 


winds of that desolate region cnnnot possi- 
bly blow n hut ovor, though thoy may bury 
It in tho enow; tho other good thing is that 
no ono hut can bo lived in longer than a 
SOBGOU. 
Tho poor Esquimaux are, unfortu- 


nately, a very dirty people, and if they lived 
ever so long in ono houso they would never 
ilean it.

(self in tho most thorough manner, for as 
coon as tho warm days of summer come it 
nolts away, nnd its inmates must se» about 
juildhig n seal-skin tent that will shelter 
-hom till winter comeR again.—["Jack-in- 
lie-pulpit," St. Nicholas for January.
